Ortat Britain Buy* Large Quantities 
of British Columbia Lumbar 

A total of 24.600,000 foot of British 
Colombia lumber la now either on the 
way to Great Britain or la being pre¬ 
pared for shipment, largely aa a reault 
of the Joint effort of tbe Dominion and 
provincial governments to at nulate 
iite lumber Industry by sending abroad 
Mr. H. H. MacMillan aa special lumb.r 
commissioner. Mr. MacMillan, before 
Accepting a position under.the Domin¬ 
ion governm.nt. was chief forester for 
the British Columbia government He 
is now on hla way to South Africa and 
it la believed that further atim ilus to 
the export lumber trade will follow. 

Of tbe 28.6OU.0P0 feet ordered. 10. 
000.000 fee la now on Ita way to 
Crest Britain. Another 10.u00.000 .'a 
t>eing loaded, and orders for 8 , 600,000 
remains to be filled. 

Discussing tbe effect of the heavy 
export orders from Great Britain In 
An interview, Hon. W. K. Ross, minis¬ 
ter of lands, who la greatly Intecested 
in Mr. MacMillan's mission, points 
out that the orders from Great Britain 
this year are equal to 76 per cent of 
the entire export trade done last year. 
It will bring about 1260,000 in new 
.capital to tbe province. 

Tbe lumber Industry of Brltlah 
Columbia last year produced about 
434,000.000 of which 812,000,000 was 
-expended direct to tbe workers In tbe

Artillery actions in the triangle 
formed by Dunkirk, Nleuport and 
Ypres have figured conspicuously In 
the official communication*, hut so 
far-flung la tha battle line lhat U re¬ 
quires that ona be either In the se¬ 
crets of the general at.-ff or possess 
the advantage of observers in anchor 
ed balloons to determine where such 
activity is Jtkely to ha encountered. 

On a day when the official statement 
referred to activity In the vicinity of 
Njeuport, Steeuatraeta and Boeslnghe, 
the Associated Press correspond eat 
motored hero, there and everywhere 
in the ^territory, seeing and hearing 
bursting sheila, but never getting 
within a mile or to of one—In h most 
sadly demolished uninhabited Belgian 
village, an officer said: 

"Yea, they bombard this place doily, 
usually about I o'clock " 

With booming audible ahead, that 
waa too long ot wait and the corres¬ 
pondent’! motor cor waa driven on. 

Then a visit was paid to the spot 
where won' concealed a big gun that 
already had done eome firing. 

"When are you going to fire again?”

The Individual artil¬ 
lerist boa no more definite Idea of 
the reault of his activity than a wire¬ 
less operator transmitting electric 
waves Into the atmpoehere when hie 
receiving apparatus la out of order. 

Watching the artillery battle ffom 
the Dune waa like Katenin* to the 
racket of a Fourth of July celebration 
In the next town to the celebration In 
your town Juit aa likely aa not be¬ 
ginning when you visit the one from 
which the .iolae waa heard from afar 
Tbe reality of war la realized only 
when companies of soldiers return 
from the trenches, saying for Instance, 
that they lost no men, but lhat their 
neighbors had lost sixteen or when an 
American ambulance chauffeur greets 
one on the roads'de with "there Is no 
need to -hurry*, the man Inside dlad 
before We could reach the hospital." 

Even an artillery action does not 
serve to Interfere with agricultural 
progress In this busy corner of Bel¬ 
gium.

Thus Uie producer suffem for 
every neat egg. stole *r dirty egg 
that he takes to markeL and ho like- 
wlae Buffers for the mou>d and odor 
imparted by the loose methods uf us 
general merchant. 

"He suffers for the careless hand¬ 
ling ot lbs transportation compauy; 
eggs in cos a a unprotected from the 
aun on a rail wav plalioim or la hot 
freight core, which are little less 
than huge lnoubau ra, deteriokole rap¬ 
idly. 

"Ha suffers from the ml* branding 
of tha egg* In the hands of tbfi re¬ 
tailer.

"This, coupled with transportation 
under oarefully guarded shipping con¬ 
dition* and honest handling by the 
retailers, would reault in puttieg Into 
the hands of the consumer a clean, 
wholesome, nutritious food product at 
a price much less than wpat le now 
paid for a very Indifferent article 
and at Lbe asms time would Increase 
the profits to the producor 

"When eggs can be delivered by (he 
producer direct to the consumer K is 
an Ideal way of marketing tha pro¬ 
duct and should b* followed more 
extensively than It la. however, only 
a comparatively Insignificant number 
can be handled In tbit Why. The 
suburban and city poultrymgn should 
certainly stimulate such a, trade. In¬ 
deed, It la only by so doing that he 
can successfully compete with tha 
cheaper production under (arm con¬ 
ditions.”

This plan migut 
take a very long time to develop 
Had Britain not come into tbs war, 
lb* Usrmao plan would hav* t*xiu to 
break tbs other two powan and tbeu 
build b grant fleet with tbs indemnity 
obtained from them. In ten years 
Germany would hav* beaten England 
and would then occupy tbs brilliant 
position that Hi- British empire now 
holds. As for tho id«a that the Her¬ 
man fleet oould not come out whep U 
liked, the raid on the east coast dis¬ 
proved that U wa# a plan imposed oa 
tbs Herman commander by bis lack of 
■hips, that be should keep under the 
protection of his harbors and plck*ff 
tbs British fleet on* by one When 
they could meet tbs British fleet on 
equal terms, they did not mind meet 
lng In squadrons. By this plan tbay 
were getting tbs best possible use out 
of their fleet 

Regarding the captain's own ex¬ 
ploits, b* occasionally used to tell how 
he avoided the British pursuers, and 
put it nil down to tbs advantages of 
wireless telegraph. On one occasion 
he received n call, “Have you seen the 
Kmdenr* "Yea.' he replied, "1 am 
here."

| Sea there Is no evidence that aero 
I planes were thus employed, although 
I a German Zeppelin participated by 
attacking British vessels which were 
rescuing the crew of the sinking

The control of a tattle ship’s salvos 
at present depends upon observers 
who are at best not mors than forty 
yards abofe toe sea In the Are control 
tops.

Cruelty of the Turks 


Armenian Meeeacres Just as Barbar¬ 
ous as In tha Olden Deye 

Horrible detail# ar# being received 
aa to the method# employed by the 
Turks in their policy of exiei mluutiug 
Armenians. 

One large village of 8.000 homes, 
inhabited exclusively by Armeulsna, 
was recently exterminated with dia¬ 
bolical crue.ty.. The gendarme# first 
sent aa order to tha inhabitant# u> 
evacuate to# village. Tue . villagers 
took no notice ol the order ‘them 
200 soldiers appeared with orders to 
enforce obedience. The Armenian# 
resisted, and in tne ensuing fight tho 
Turkish so.dlers were worsted and 
forced to flee. 

Battalions of troops then establish¬ 
ed a cordon around tho village Mach¬ 
ine guns were set In place and In¬ 
cendiaries sent Into the village with 
lighted tor cues. Buildings were fired 
In every direction, and soon tha 
whole village was In flames. The 
miserable Armenians, men, women 
sod children wore almost all burned 
alive. Those who trleu to escape 
were shot Only four escaped, one 
of whom related the story. 

In other Instances the Turks aro 
separating th* men from the women 
and children and the able bodied 
men are drafted into the Turkish 
army, while the young women ar* 
told to h'.rems. The old men, th* 
old women t-nd the children ar# 
turned loos* In utflnwabUed districts.

■ell as veal. Well fattened calves un¬ 
der twelve months of age weighing 
above thra* hundred pounds would 
•ell ag baby beef. Chives thirteen or 
fourteen months old well fattened 
are somellihes spoken of aa baby 
beef, but It la more correct to classify 
such cattle aa yearlings, using the 
term short-yearlings for those be¬ 
tween the age of twelve and eighteen 
months and the term long-y earl Inge 
for those between the age of eighteen 
and twenty-four months.

If h- did not order It, all 
we can say fc In the words of the 
Psalmist, tue most awful punishment 
given to a man—"1 will aet before 
thee the things that thou bast done." 


Franca at War la Barloua 

The French are a surprise even to 
themselves. The popular Idoa of the 
French character In America has been 
that of a somewhat absurd, affected, 
voluble, iheat-leal people, easy to ridi¬ 
cule In farce. 1 Lo French were sup¬ 
posed to be right minded, frivoiouiL 
and of court* immoral Yat we find 
them fighting this most sordid of wars 
in grim sllei.ee. the least talkative, 
tjis coolest of all the combatants— 
cheerful, to be sure, with an unshak¬ 
able optimism and s religious belief 
in the goodne* of their cause, In the 
justice of Hod Anythin 3 but frivol¬ 
ous or wear! Rather with a silent, 
serious tenacity that bodes 111 for 
those across the Rhine, who with all 
the rest of the -orld have beet, de¬ 
ceived by false popular paychi logy of 
French character 

The Oermans utterly misread the 
French character.

Tha correspondent hat journeyed 
several hundred miles In Lenigh. 
Berks, Northampton, Bucks aud Mont¬ 
gomery counties. He has talked with 
many persona, and he has not found 
•van one who la pro German in hla 
sympathies. At Easton ha "learned 
that there were oomc pro Germans of 
a mild type, hut Inquiry showed that 
they were of recent importation " The 
general feeling he summarises thus: 
"I am In sympathy with the allies. 1 
have no use for the kaiser. I like the 
German people and my sympathy 
might oow be with Germany If Bel 
glum had not been devastated and If 
the Lualtanla massacre had not oc¬ 
curred. Everybody la behind Presi¬ 
dent Wilson."—Providence Journal.

Regulating Priest

few highly Important articles. Thus 
Austria and Germany both prescribed 
the proportion of wneat or rye floui 
that should be used in making bread, 
loiter Austria and Germany fixed tne 
wnolesale price of cereals, and brought 
the distribution and consumption of 
flour and bread under strict control. 

Turkey fixed prices for petroleum, 
sugar and flour. In Italy salt, tobacco, 
and matchea are government monop 
olies. so that their pHcee were fixed 
by the central authority Denmark. 
Holland and Swiuorlaod limited 
themselves to controlling tha most 
Important breadstuff# of each country

BRITISH GRAND FLEET IS READY 
AND WAITING FOR THE ENEMY 

GLIMPSE OF FLEET DOING ITS WATCHFUL WAITING 


The Veil of Secrecy over the Naval Operations has been Some¬ 
what Lifted and a Glimpse of the Fleet has been Obtained, 
Showing Thousands of Vessels Keeping the Seas Clear 


for the Aral tuna tbe veil ot secrecy 
over the British naval operations has 
been lifted when a correspondent se*. 
cantly rlsltad tbs Grand Fleet and the 
great naval bases At one naval bar¬ 
racks he saw dry docks capable ot 
docking the largest dread noughts, 
which had been built since the war be¬ 
gan. Maps were shown the correa 
poodent showing where the Oennan 
submarine! had been sighted and on 
which the results of the attacks were 
classlQed under "captured," “supposed 
stink," and “sunk." When bubbles are 
observed rlslrg (or a long time at tbe 
same spot In smooth water. It la taken 
for granted that a submarine's career 
has been ended. 

When an officer was ssked, “How 
do you get them?" his answer was: 
"8ometimee by ramming, sometimes 
by gunfire, sometimes by explosions. 
aLd In other ways we will not tell 
of 

All the officers aboard ths battle- 
ships and armored cruiser* are en¬ 
vious of those engaged In submarine 
hunts, which art regarded as great 
•port. 

Tbe admiral commanding at an 
Important nevql base told the corres¬ 
pondent that England bad 2,300 
trawlers, mine sweepers and other 
auxiliaries, outside the regulsr ser¬ 
vice, on duty In the work of blockad¬ 
ing from the Hrltlah Channel to Ice¬ 
land. and In keeping the North Sea 
clear, and that their reservist crews 
had been moat xealous In their Im¬ 
portant part In overcoming the kind 
of naval warfare Oermany wages 

As the torpedo boat destroyer, on 
which the correspondent was a pas¬ 
senger. after a cruise at sea and fol¬ 
lowing tbe coast, turned Into tbe 
harbor where tbe Grand Fleet lay at 
anchor, he saw a target being towed 
In the customary manner for firing 
practice by some of the cruiser# "We 
keep at it all the time," an officer 
explained. 

The practice of the crulaers finish¬ 
ed. they took their places In fleet 
formation among the Immense fields 
of gray shapes at anchor In precise 
order, which aa the torpedo boat de¬ 
stroyer drew nearer became line after 
line of dreadnoughts. 

In the tint melting Into the sea 
even the Queen Elisabeth, back from 
the Dardanelles, looked small for her 
tonnage and gun power unless com¬ 
pared with the Index.ble. the flagship 
of the Falkland Islands battle, or the 
vessels of th light cruiser squadron, 
which Just had come In from "sweep¬ 
ing" the North Sea, as scouting la 
called. 

Every deck was stripped for action,

course ot drills. Saaplanea which 
ware sailing over the fleet had their 
home on a famous Atlantic liner 
which baa carried many thousands of 
passengers. 

In their piacea In the battle cruiser 
squadron, which is known In the 
navy as tha "Cat squadron," ware the 
Lion and the Tiger, which sank ths 
German armored cruiser Bluecher In 
tbe North Bea battle. 

"This seems a sufficient denial of 
the German report that the Tiger Is 
at ths bottom of the sea," aald an of- 
•csr. 

Looking strange among tha homo¬ 
genous types of the 10 gun ships 
which belonged to the regulsr British 
navy was a Turkish twalvs 12-inch gun 
dreadnought taken over at the outset 
of ths war. 

Aa« the torpedo boat destroyer ap¬ 
proached the flagship of the com¬ 
mander In-elite r, an officer pointed 
out Vice Admiral Blr John Jetllcow aa 
one of tbe two officers promenading

A Sinister Influence 


Germans Are Qualifying For tho Posi¬ 
tion of the World's Outlaws 

When tho authentic histories of tho 
war com# to be written, considerable 
attention la likely to be paid to the sin 
taler manner In which Germany ha. 
plotted to inconvenience her enemies 
—among whom she evidently includes 
those neutrals who are supplying mun 
lions to the active belligerents. 

The recent Mexican raids across the 
Texas border afford still another proof 
of thla. Two Americans were murder¬ 
ed and a third was spared merely be¬ 
cause the raiders thought he was a 
German! The Incident la likely to 
arouse a -ary ugly temper in the 
States, where the dislike and distrust 
of tkl genuine Americana tor the Gor- 
man Americana la already becoming a 
grave problem. T 

German influences are suspected In 
a score of other quarters. Tbe Komi- 
gatu Maru, which brought that historic 
cargo of Hindoo* to British Columbia 
shortly before the war, la known to 
have been organised from Berlin. Stml 
larly with the native riot In Singapore, 
the strikes at American munition fac¬ 
tories, the unrest In Frepch Morocco, 
the Senuasl rising In Tripoli. It is 
the same all ov * the world. 

These treacnerous machinations are 
going to recoil upon the heads of the 
nation that planned them, for there Is 
not the slightest doubt that all the civ- 
tilted governments will discourage 
German Immigration after the recent 
exposures of lne manner In which 
these people abuse the new citizenship 
that Is granted them. Thla nation of 
sixty-five millions of people are delib¬ 
erately qualifying for the position of 
the world's outlaws. Every man's hand 
and tongue and pen will be against 
them, and they will find that the civili¬ 
sation which they have flouted to In¬ 
solently will force them and their 
children and their children's children 
to the third and fourth generation, to 
a very terrible price.—Montreal

Rural Schools About 

Chicago are Advanced 

Garden and Poultry Clubs In Bach Die- 
trlot Hold Interest of Farmers 
and Youth 

(By Henry M. Hyde, In Chicago 
Tribune). 

There are 2,600 new algo boards on 

the oountry roads of Cook county- 
Each of them points the way In the 
•ame direction—in tho direction of the 
now education which. 1* making the 
rural school* about Chicago tho moot 
advanced in tho country. 

under the direction of County 8upL 
Tobin a school field end garden club, a 
poultry or canning club baa been or¬ 
ganised In each of the rural schools 
and 2,680 boys and girls have already 
been enrolled In them. On the farm 
Where each of these pupils Uvea a 
signboard haa been erected. It roads: 

"Cook County School, Field and 
Garden Club." 

Below each sign appears the name 

of the Individual pupil*. Recently there 
was held In Bupt. Tobin's office the 
first meeting of the five country life 
directors, each of whom ha* charge 
of one ot the division* of the county 
and of the twenty year round traveling 
teachers who are spending all their 
time thla slimmer traveling the coun¬ 
try roads, in*peeling the club gardens 
and advising with tha young garden¬ 
ers and poultry raiser*. 

There la :io other county In the 
country where such an organisation 
for all tho ) ear rouLd agricultural edu¬ 
cation ha* been attempted. The meet¬ 
ing woe therefore unique In America- 
And It was inspiring to listen to the 
reports of various directors and teach 
era on the enthusiasm with which tha 
new plan waa being received. 

The five schools which last year 
won the prises of $100 In gold each of¬ 
fered by the Tribune for excellence In 
agricultural education, reported that 
In efth case part of the money hid 
been spent In buying a can¬ 
ning outfit and a small collection of 
practical boost on agriculture, la 
most Instances also lhre» or four agri¬ 
cultural Journals have been subscribed 
for and are kept on file In the school 
houses. 

In one or two cases the garden clubs 
have made marketln,. arrangements 
with the women's clubs In adjoining 
villages and regular out of door mar¬ 
kets are held once or twice a week, et 
which the products of the children's 
gardens are offered for sale. Other 
teachers have accompanied committee* 
of boys and girls to South Water street 
and have helped them to make ar¬ 
rangement* there, for the tale of their 
vegetables. 

The country school poultry club* 
have worked up quite a regular mar¬ 
ket for their eggs, shipping them by 
parcel post and express to regular 
customers tn the city. 

The droning clubs already have pre¬ 
served hundreds of Jar* of cherries, 
strawberries, and earl; vegetables 
Moat of tbe canned goods are consum¬ 
ed at home and with the consent of the 
parents, the children are given credit 
for the market price of their product. 

Where the schools are located In or 
near considerable villages, many boys 
have established regular vegetable and 
poultry routes and call at the kitchen 
doors of the housewives on one or two 
morning a ./eek. 

There already Is keen competition 
for tbe Tribune prises offered for ex¬ 
cellence In tbe work of the psesent 
year. To the school In each of the 
five country life districts which makes 
the greatest progress In agricultural 
education and results, will go a purse 
of $600 to gold, wjille a big silver lov¬ 
ing cup, suitably Inscribed, will be 
awarded to the Individual boy or girl 
in each of the ulstrlcte whose Improve¬ 
ment Is most marked. 

Especially Interesting and Important 
It the result of the country life work 
In bringing the parents of the pupils 
Into co-operation with the echoole. 
least year some opposition was found 
to the plan by people who did not un¬ 
derstand It. This season, largely due 
to the repeated calls on the traveling 
teachers who visit the garden or poul¬ 
try plant of each pupil at least once 
a week, the critical feeling haa entire¬ 
ly disappeared. 

Tbe parents generally aeetn to real¬ 
ise that they are taking part In what 
amounts to a real revolution In the 
methods and alms of country school 
education. No longer are tbe children 
who attend (he little red achoolhouae 
educated directly away from the farm. 
Instead, the new training la Intended 
to Increase their love for the farm and 
to show th im the opportunities which 
It presents for a prosperous and happy 
life. The farmers and their wives 
have risen splendidly to the occasion. 

Last month there were ten big coun¬ 
try life festivals teld In connection 
with the closing of the countzy schools 
for the year. Each waa attended by 
hundreds of Cook county farmers- At 
one of these festivals, at which ball 
games and athletic contests are part 
of the program, aa well a* pageants 
presenting varloirs great scenes In 
Amerlcsn history, 140 .automobiles 
were counted. 

Already the country life directors 
and traveling teachers are planning 
for five or six big harvest home festi¬ 
vals which will be held thla fall in dif¬ 
ferent parts of the county. At IbtM 
festivals a large tent will be entirely 
given up to an exhibition of the vege 
tables, fruit, poultry, ai.d other pro 
duct* of the garden, field, and poultry 
clubs. The children will compete with 
their parents whose exhibition along 
the same line will be ahown In another 
tent. 

In one neighborhood the parents 
havl to far caught fire from observing 
the results of co-operation raong 
their children*that they are now at 
tempting to organise a farmers' go 
operative buying and selling club wlt’i 
the Intention of opening also a co-opst 
alive store and market. 

Women and the War 

They do not need any urging to help 
In the war. Aa In other countries, 
they are more eager than the men. 
and. If Icaa use haa been made of their 
direct services than In France or Ger¬ 
many, It l> not for want of will on their 
part. They are being called upon 
more and more to replace and to sup¬ 
plement mens wore and are gladly 
responding. This process will be 
greatly extended as military service 
uecomes more general, and there la 
no doubt that our women will be equal 
to all the demands made upon them 
for such help. Hut It la leas obvious 
that they also servo who only stand 
and save, and that the exercise of 
home ecottomy la an sasentlal method 
of helping in the war.—London Times 


German Barbarities 

Are Beyond Belief 

Qhectly Revelations of Cruel Coward¬ 
ice t-.id Barbarity 

There haa been a common desire, 
even In th* British empire, to dis¬ 
count stortoa of cruelty and barbar¬ 
ity told of the German armies. 
Britishers generally discount them 
to tome extent, simply because the 
British mind hesitate to believe 
that any civilised nation can be 
guilty of eo much baseness. 

Every now and then some more 
than necessarily generous person Is 
heard to say that "probably things 
are not as bad aa reported," "we 
must take the stories with a grain 
of salC etc. Make no mistake 
about It. Our enemy Is a maniac 
determined to win by any^ means 
To him fair Is fou* and foul Is fair. 
A day or two ago wa read of the 
crucifixion of a London eoldler, but 
that la only a drop In tha bucket 
Some mouths ago we bad Lord 
Bryce's report on Belgium, which 
ought to satisfy anyone that ths 
German atrocities there were both 
Individual brutalities by officers 
and men, and official calculation. 
Last month a French commission 
of Inquiry found the enemy guilty 
en masse of toe most shocking 
Crimea 

The whole report of thle French 
commission Is a ghastly revelation 
of cruel cowardice, meanness and 
barbarity. Th# Crown Prince's 
army seems to bave been most 
abandoned of all. Special bullets 
and projectiles have been not only 
devised by Individual aoldlera, but 
manufactured In large quantities 
with a view to cauelLg more tor 
ture. "Massacres of wounded and 
unwounded prlsocera have been 
conducted on a wholesale scale, on 
some occasions as the rerult of 
special order, as when the notorious 
General 8tenger ordered at Thla- 
vllle that no more prisoners were 
to be made, that even i 4 lsonera tn 
large bodies were to be shot down 
and that no living man waa to re¬ 
main behind the troops.. Wounded 
were shot In bodies of 20 and 40. 
end abut up In barna and burned to 
death." In some cases wounded 
Frenchmen have been kicked to 
death, or had their own bayonets 
shoved down their throats, as they 
lay on the battlefield. Tbe report 
frequently speaks of German offlc 
era, educated men. personally do¬ 
ing this devilish work. The Bavar¬ 
ians particularly distinguished them 
■eLea In aborting prisoners In 
batches or smashing their skulls wltn 
rifle butts. French wounded were 
sometimes let die. or operated on 
with mutilating and unnecessary 
thoroughness "Captured French doc¬ 
tors were treated with the utmost 
cruelty, and stretcher bearers were 
fired upon with every circumstance of 
treachery." 

Facts like these, published In offlc 
lal reports of the French govern¬ 
ment, must be burned Into our 
memories. Let ua aee our barker 
lan foe as he Is end be under no 
foolish Illusions. The Germans pro¬ 
fess to hate not the French, but the 
British alone. What have we, thefl. 
to expect from such blackguards if-we 
do not smash them? 

Tidal Prohibition Wave 

Sentiment In Favor of Prohibitory 
Law* Rapidly Spreading 

A few days ago the inland revenue 
department of the United States pub 
llahed Its annual report, which show 
ed a great falling off in the conaump 
lion of both spirituous liquors and to¬ 
bacco. The explanutlou ordinarily 
given Is probably the correct one— 
the solemnising effect of an almost 
world wide war—but there may have 
been other causes ax work, among 
I them the widespread and progressive 
| reduction In the number of licensed 
drinking plac-s. Borne light la thrown 
on ihla aspect of the case by a recent 
article In the Christ iau Science Moni¬ 
tor of Bolton. 

According to the Monitor a prohibi¬ 
tory law haa been in force In West 
Virginia for a year, and the commis¬ 
sion charged with lit* duty of enforc 
ing Its reports that the law haa work¬ 
ed with "surprising success." Among 
othef farts to support thla announce¬ 
ment, It la slated that "violation of 
tha criminal laws" have been cut 
down one-half, and similar testimony 
might be obtained from every one tf 
the eighteen "dry" states. The popu¬ 
lation of the territory within which 11 
cenaed drinking piacea bave been 
abolished amounts to fifty-two mil 
Hons, and more than seventy per cent 
of the area of the whole country la 
under prohibition. In a number of the 
remaining states there will be enough 
of prohibition contests this year to 
add fourteen per cent to the "dry’ 
area If all of tbe pending contests end 
In victories for prohibition. 

Tha Monitor Inclines to the belief 
that the recent spread of prohibition 
In Canada will have some Influence 
on tbe result, and It speaks of the pos 
sibllity of the abolition of the li¬ 
censed saloons In Chicago being 
brought about at the next municipal 
election. Naturally tbe "liquor Inter¬ 
ests" are giving attention to the com¬ 
ing struggle, for which they are pro- 
I paring aa they have never prepared In 
1 any previous campaign. They have 
abundance of funds, and are publlkh 
Ing circulars designed to show that 
ths abolition of the liquor traffic 
would throw out of employment thou 
sands of men and Inflict hardships on 
their families.—Toronto Globe, 

A New Military Unit 

Special Battalions of Pioneers Going 
* to th# Front 

A special battalion of pioneers is to 
be recruited tn Ottawa and other On¬ 
tario cltlee. Another is to be recruited 
In ths west, and they will go to ths 
front to be attached to the two Can¬ 
adian divisions there, the western bat¬ 
talion to be known as the first Pioneer 
battalion, to be attached to tbe second 
division. Both battalions will go to 
Mie front as complete units. 

This Is s new military unit Its du¬ 
ties will be engineering duties, such aa 
digging trenches, throwing bridges and 
constructing road.; unde short no¬ 
tice. Hitherto engineers only have 
done this work, but now the new bat¬ 
talions. which will hsvs the status ot 
an Infantry regiment, will be eo or¬ 
ganised that It v in be able to protect 
itself even In the matter of machine 
gun a.

h» >ald: “If you apnnd jronr moony 
where you get It, you will be able ie 
get It where you spend U." 

The aecoad great movement that 
should be Inaugurate ! by the bankers 
and business nun Is that ot bridging 
the gulf which exist between the town 
people and the farmer, it mtKht be to 
the advantage of perhapa one person 
In ten thousand In this country to hav* 
this gulf made wider, but no morn. 
There are many of our farmers. and 
some living In towns, who have been 
educated to believe that tbe home mer¬ 
chant Is a thief and a robber, and that 
the local banker is no less guilty of 
■ harp practices than the loan shark of 
our cities. Thousands of them do not 
even glv« the home merchants a 
chance to supply their wants (No won¬ 
der tho homo merchant does not curry 
the stock In else and quality to moot 
the demands of some of our communi¬ 
ties. How can be? and why should 
he?) # 

They arad the money away when 
they have the cash, and the home mer¬ 
chant Is only of use and benefit whea 
the crops fall and when the price Is 
•o low that they hold for a higher, 
and in the meantime the merchant be¬ 
comes the banker, in that he lends hla 
goods without interest and often bor- 
row* the money from you In order to 
perform this service. Our farmer 
friends, our neighbors—best friends — 
have become estranged from us. and 
the Imaginary line between the coun¬ 
try and tbe town la a barrier to the 
prosperity and the cooperation, and to 
the good of all. In solving this prob¬ 
lem wo will not bave to work upon 
all of our farmer friends and our 
neighbors, moat of them are loyal to 
ua and to their own town, but It Is 
our duty to cooperate to stifle every 
movement working to angument thla 
effort to take the trade of tbe Termer 
away from hla home town. We should 
enlist every Influence to Join with ua 
There la a great quaretet of Interest 
In thla country, which. If they could 
be brought together, and in the end 
they will when conditions become ripe, 
would work wonders for the good of 
all. I refer to the bankers and the 
business men of the towns, tho farm 
press and the country paper. 

The movement Inaugurated by the 
bankers, looking to co-operation with 
other Interests In the upbuilding and 
Increasing of efficiency of the farm, 
la the great movement of the day It 
will not succeed at tbe expense of the 
millions of people and particularly 
merchants and bankers located in the 
towns and smaller cities. They are 
vitally Interested and should become 
a part and parcel of a great Joint 
movement that will Increase tho pro¬ 
ductive ability of our farmers Yon 
cannot hopq .to an-omplls,. this In¬ 
crease by In any way crippling Dial 
great body of oar people who sfe the 
nearest to, and the only onea to drliora 
the farmers as a class go to.-and de¬ 
pend upon for assistance and cq opera. 
Don In times of extremity It la the 
problem of today, that of feedlug this 
nation, which Is already a consuming 
rather than a producing one To thle 
cause the merchants and business me a 
of the towns pledge tbelr earnest sup¬ 
port. There are more than a mlllioa 
of them. They r*k In return reciproc¬ 
ity on the part of our neighbors and 
farmers In order that peace, happiness 
and prosperity may be the portion of 
‘ alike-

There are at least twice aa many 
people living In our smaller cities, 
towns and villages as live In our fifty 
areal cltiea. The home market of our 
farming population living about these 
smaller cities and towns la Just twice 
as great as the city market Yet we 
hear much that would lead ooe to be¬ 
lieve that all ot the people In this 
country to be fed by the producers on 
the iarm are to be found In th* great 
centres where the high cost of living 
seems now, more than ever, the one 
great thing talked about, and to be 
considered. Yet, tbe home market of 
the farmer la bla largest and best mar 
ket. right at bis door where he can 
bring hia produce every working day 
tn the year and sell it to the consumer 
direct, without the Intervention of any 
middleman whatsoever, and secure 
therefor every cent without any profit 
of commission to any middleman what¬ 
soever. 

In theae nine atatee, Wisconsin. 
Missouri, lowi, Indiana, Michigan. 
New York, Illinois. Ohio and Pennsyl¬ 
vania. 4.964 towns have lost popuia 
lion, notwithstanding the fact that the 
population of the whole country In- 
creased in the decade covered. 21 per 
cent Out of the 78 oounty seats in 
these nine elates, 217. or nearly 2J 
per cent, of them, have lpst population, 
though the county seat la In many 
ways tbe centre or most of the activi¬ 
ties of the county nnlt along the line 
of politics, courts, collection of taxes 
and lu other directions. And, strange 
to say, thle tendency of tbe decline 
of the towns la greatest In the richest 
and moat thickly settled part of the 
states- 

What does this mean to you and to 
me, and to all of the forty million peo¬ 
ple living tn these towns? It means 
thla, a continued loaa of business; U 
means depreciation In property values 
In theae towns, It means a depreela 
tlon In farm land value, for the better 
the town the higher the value there 
la to Die land because of Its proximity 
to tbe town; U means leas deposits In 
your banks; it mean* that you will 
have less money to lend to tbe farmer 
and to the business man. It means tha 
boys are not going to stay In thj 
towns; It means that the boy la not 
going to stay on the farm unless the 
town affords some attraction; It meant 
economic ruin to many of our beat 
Interests: it means Increased prob¬ 
lems for the country and states In mat 
ters of handling our social and politi¬ 
cal problems In our great cities; It 
means concentration of business of 
every kind In tne great centres; it 
means the downfall of the smell busl 
ness man and the email banker; U 
meaut socialism. 

What are we as banker* ard busi¬ 
ness men, going to do about It? What 
does your home town moat need? 
First of all. it needs team work, co¬ 
operation, first amongst bankers and 
bualnes R men, and second, by all of 
these and the farming communities 
about us. There are too many bank¬ 
ers and business men In these towns 
who are disloyal to aach other—a lack 
of confidence exists. Competition and 
business rivalry have tended to make 
enemies of us. rather than friend* and 
co workers. The local drygoods man 
cannot supply the wants of the bank 
er a wire and family because his stock 
Is not fine enough, hence, they trade 
b: mall or visit the department store. 
Let me remind such a one that "a 
town that la good enough to live In la 
good enough to spend your money In." 
If you cannot spend your money where 
you make It you are sucking the life 
blood out of our town and you ought 
to move. The lumberman and the 
hardware merchant and their families 
are Just as often guilty of the same 
practice, and then they wonder why 
the town does not Improve, and their 
business prosper. What inducement, 
let me iisk, for example. Is there for 
the local dry goods store to carry in 
stock goods fine enough for the bank¬ 
er's, the lumberman's, and the hard¬ 
ware merchant's family? None what¬ 
ever. This, being often the case, bow 
can the banker expect tbe merchant, 
whose note he holds, to meet his ob¬ 
ligations If (here In taken away from 
him the only mean* whereby he may 
be able lo meet them—hla profits on 
goods sold to his neighbors 

The whole question Is summed up In

Our fourth great aim should be, la 
order to preserve ouraelves, our com¬ 
munities and those about ua, to* be¬ 
come community builders Community 
builders to the extent of batting out 
the corporate limits, extending tlw In¬ 
fluence ot the commercial club and the 
business organisations to cover the 
country surrounding. It has been my 
privilege the most of my life to live l B 
a community which tojt large extent 
has accomplished thla thing. We hava 
found out by co-operation on the part 
of the bankers and the business men 
that th« -nmunltv shout us 

was In hearty sympathy with every ef¬ 
fort to meet conditions In and out of 
town, and wher I have lived and 
what wo as merchant* snd hankers 
have done Is being repeated through¬ 
out the country Many towns have 
become awakened to th* situation; 
they are Inviting cooperation; th* y 
are seeking light: they are spending 
money: they sre doing everything that 
.In possible In their power to promote 
the feeling of friendship, and coopers- 
tlon with all classes.

Paradoxical though It may teem, 
radium Is cheaper today than before 
the war. 

The reason Is that It Is. after all. a 
luxury, and sou* people who held 
■mall quantities of the world's limited 
supply wanted their money In some 
other more practical form when the 
war broka out,,. During peace time 
radium bromide" cost about £17-£11 
a milligram 

Discussing the question of radium 
and the. war with the secretary of 
Kadlum. Limited. In tendon recently, a 
Dally Chronicle representative learned 
llbat by radium emanation—ths Inter¬ 
nal use of waters which have been 
treated with rad o-energy- It Is believ¬ 
ed that much may be done' for the 
benefit of military sufferers who have 
contracted rhuematlc complaints 
through gaven exposure In the 
trenches. 

It may be added that, now the con¬ 
tinental apaa are closed to the 60 000 
patients whOT annually visited them 
from this country to enjoy the radio¬ 
active water*, our own home re¬ 
sources, both natural and artificial, for 
radium treatment should bw-nvure high¬ 
ly appreciated.—Dally Chronicle, Lon
